HOW TO GROW FLOWERS AND BULBS 
Gladiolus will do well in almost any soil of fair fertility, 
that is well drained. They should not however, be planted 
too near to buildings, trees, shrubs or other tall growing 
crops, as they thrive in full sunlight. 


The planting season varies in different localities, but it 
is usually desirable to plant the bulbs throughout the season 
sweet corn plantings are made; May ist to June 20th in Chi- 
cago latitude. 


PLANTING. Distance between rows for hand cultivators 
may be from 16 to 24 inches, for power cultivation 30 to 36 
inches. Depth of planting varies with size of bulbs and na- 
ture of soil. Large bulbs may be planted 5 to 7 inches deep, 
medium 4 to 6 inches and small bulbs 3 to 4 inches. The 
deeper planting depths for sandy soil. Two inches is deep 
enough for bulblets. Spacing bulbs in row varies with size 
of bulbs, 2 inches for small sizes, 4 to 6 inches for large. 
Many growers space the bulbs only the diameter of the size 
of the bulbs being planted. 


Disease is kept down and mixing of varieties avoided by 
planting on different ground every year. 

Dip all bulbs before planting, regardless of where you buy 
them. This will help avoid thrips, scab and other diseases. 

LYSOL DIP FORMULA. Mix in proportion of 1 teaspoon 
LYSOL to 1 quart water, or 1 pint LYSOL to 25 gallons of 
water. More effective if water used is 80 to 90 degrees F. 
(No warmer, and don’t guess at the temperature.) Also use 
dip in warm room. We use thin cloth bags for each variety 
with name of variety written on small wooden labels, wired 
on outside of bag. Soak 8 to 10 hours. Treat just before 
planting. 

Be on the safe side and start spraying glads when 6 
inches high. Spray every week till bloom starts. 

TARTAR EMETIC SPRAY FORMULA. 8 level table- 
spoons of Tartar Emetic, 1 1b. brown sugar, 5 gallons water. 


Dissolve Tartar Emetic and sugar in small amount of hot 
water, add enough cold water to make 5 gallons. Strain 
through cloth into spray tank. Put on with pressure sprayer, 
and keep agitated while spraying. 


Cultivate thoroughly, deeply early in season and shallow 
when plants are well started. Keep the weeds down at all 
times. 

If you water at all, water thoroughly till soil is wet 
through, in which case it is not necessary to water often. 

In cutting flowers leave at least 4 leaves intact to insure 
development of bulbs. Dig bulbs in fall before leaves are 
dried down too much. Cut tops close to bulb the same day 
dug and burn tops. Dry bulbs in sun for a few hours, and 
finish drying in well ventilated building. Trays 4 inches deep 
with bottom boards spaced %4 inch apart are ideal for dry- 
ing. Stir bulbs frequently to avoid mildew. 

It requires 2 weeks or more of drying before storing for 
winter. Old bulbs and roots are best removed about 6 weeks 
after digging. 

A dry basement room where ventilation is possible and 
separate from furnace room is best for storage. Ideal tem- 
perature for storage is 35 to 45 degrees F.
